LANGLAND’S BARON OF WILTON. 
Fe From Wilson’: itswry of Warwiel. 
® adventure of no ordinary description is 

related of one of the ancestors of this feudal 
chief. In the dark ages ere Jutm Knox had 
promulgated his doctrines of reform, which 
overthrew the power and mummery of the 
Roman priesthood in Scotlind, the laird of 
the Barony of Wilton, went to loggerheads 
with mother Church.

“I grant it free 
ly,” said the King, “ and my fmend Drumianrig 
will see that the pardon is drawn out i pro- 
per form, as your opponents are both wily 
and powerful.” So far all was well, and Drum

Extract of a letter from an intelligent res'- 
dent of New Harmony, «dated Sept. 26, 1826- 
“ Yesterday, Mr. Owen made known his in-

Stull, some time must 
elapse before the condition of the people here 
can be much improved. Four trustees have 
been appointed, who, in conjunction with Mr. 
Owen, will exercise all the powers of govern- 
ment for five years; the time of service of 
each will expire in one year, unless re-ap- 
pointed. The trustees, besides Mr. Owen, are, 
John Schnee, R. M, Evans, Amos Clarke and 
William Owen.” 


The death of Wilham Titus, who resided at 
Flushing, N. Y. was stated in the papers not 
long since. In about a week after this event 
John Titus, a brother of the deceased, sick- 
ened and died of the same disease. On Sa- 
turday last, Daniel ‘Titus, another brother, be- 
longing to Westbury, but who had gone to see 
his mourning relations at Flushing, died of 
the same complaint, after a few days illness, 
Ann Willis, of New-York, daughter of the last 
mentioned person, attended the funeral of her 
deceased uncle, John, and died in a few days 
afterwards, Samuel Titus, of Memaroneck, 
another brother in the same family, is also very 
low, and little hope is entertained of his re- 
covery.

The 
above mentioned deceased brothers were 
all respectable members of the Society of 
Friends.—The disease which has proved so 
fatal in this family was the intermittent fever.

without passing immediately into vinegar. All 
the roots ant vegetables in those rieh soils are 
more tasteless than those of the North. The onion 
is more mild, the blood beet less deeply eoloced, 
and this holds good in the whole vegetable crea- 


tion. 

The Irish potatoe is got raised with the same 
ease, or abundance, or goodness, as inthe North; a 
bushel of Indian corn is raised mach easier than a 
bushel of potatoes. Cabbages and pears are infe- 
rior in quality and abundanee. ft is generally con. 
ceded that beet is inferior, Wheat aad corn are 
equally good, perhaps better. 

The * Bulietin des Seiences,” says the vezeta- 
bles and fruits of Hindostas are for the mast part 
insipid and have none of the antritious qualities of 
the same kinds cultivated in Europe. The flowers 
are without perfuine, and the meats are poor, all 
animals being debiiitated, except the elephant and 
the tiger. Fruits, which grow in perfeetion in cold 
regions, coumonly degenerate in warmer climatys 
and rich soils.

The following letter, which conveys no very fa- 
vorable idea of the state of affairs in Colombia, was 
received by the Editor of the Kaltunore Gazette by 
way of Carthage na. : 

* Momrox, Colombia, Aug. 4th, 1826. 

In the capital of this miserable country, which 
has made Engleoad rua mad, there have been a uun- 
ber of earthquakes in the mouth of June. ‘This has 
given canse to the clergy and monks to clamor against 
foreigners and free masons, by preaching in the 
streets that these convulaons of nature are brought 
about by their machinations!!! In Bogota the monks 
are about 300 strong, and have the rabble under their 
coutreul , aud it ts said that the governmeut, os well 
as the foreigners, began to be alarmed, especially 
when * Muera el congress”? was struck up in several 
places. The vice president shewed a great deal of 
spirit and al: rtuess, keeping the garvison under arms 
the whole time. All the foreigners who were pot 
in , ossession of arms ummediately purchased them, 
and appointed a rendezvous in case of alarm, The 
Antioquenians begged to join, as they had fear, and 
were accounted foreigners by the inhabitants of Bo- 
gota. The vice peor» nt, general Santander, advised 
the foreigners to make themselves easy, and it is stat- 
ed, he assured them, that on the very first appear- 
ance of a riot taking place, or any disorderly moe 
meeting, he should lay hold of, ond aaah every friar 
found amoug them. Ihose who are not friendiy 
the clergy, alledge, that they use these low meane ol 
sowing discord and disatlection towards the republi- 
ean form of government, as they begin to despair of 
regaining the vast authority they exercised over the 
minds, persons, aud fortunes of their flocks, in the 
time of the Spanish government. But it is a genera! 
belief of the foreigners here, that they still possess 
so much power as to be dreaded by the existing 

vernment.

SUNDAY, A SABBATH, 

We have before us at this moment an ac- 
count of the Sunday Schools in Albany in 
New York—by which, we perceive, that thir. 
teen of those valuable institutions exist in that 
city, and two or three in its immediate vicini- 
ty, giving instruction to ucarly two thousand 
children, With the general aves of Stinilay 
Schools aimost all our readers are acquainted, 
and very few have been found to oppose the 
formation of those seminaries of early piety. 
We have enjoyed opportunities of witnessing 
the effects of Sabbath instruction upon chi!- 
dren of both seaca, snd almost all ages, sod 
can, of course, bear testimony to. their valuc. 
—We will not attempt to oller a single argu- 
ment in favour of a mere otserVanéd OF the 
Sabbath, upon scriptural, or religious grounds, 
because those who are sensible to religious 
impressions are never unwilling to enter upon 
Sabbath exercises—but our opinions are, 
(perhaps they may be traced rather to the 
impression derived from religious instruction 
than from any abstract deduetions of reason, ) 
that the Sabbath, considered as a day of rest, 
and cessation from secular duties, is most va- 


luable in a moral and political point of view.— | 


if there was no relaxation from the attention 
which business commands, those whose astute 
in life requires a devotion to employment, 
would become weary of their vocation and of 
the unceasing round of labours and care, and 
would relax their exertions; or else they 
would, by cuntinual applications, find their 
feelings indurated, and their appetite for so- 
cial enjoyment so destroyed, that they would, 
by taste and habits, cease to form one of the 
social compact, and become insolated and lost. 
There is a mistaken ides chernshe! among the 
uninformed persons who reside in the vicinity 
of glass works, furnaces, Ke, where ardent 
and continued fires are required, that it is 
necessary to quench the fires at least once in 
six years, because in the seventh, an animal 
will be engendered whose natural clement 
will be fire, and who may destroy the works 
and prey upon the bodies of the labourers em- 
ployed in them, This fabulous animal is 
called the salamander. 

We do not, of course, quote the above le 
gend to prove, but only to ait usin illustrat 
ing anidea. As the population of our coun 
try augments, the necessity of intense applica 
tion to business will increase—and, we believe, 
that if men give themselyes up to more than 
ez successive days of tnsbated devotion 
either to calculations or manual labours, they 
will, intime, either become disgusted with 
their creation, or create in themselves a new 
consuming passion, a greediness of gain, that 
shall destroy health and activity, and absorb 
every noble and useful propensity of the 
mind. 

Men, upon the Sabbath, have an opportunity 
of gathering up ‘the ravelled sleeve’ of 
thought, of sending back their contemplation 
to see whether the improvement of higher 
faculties have kept pace with more secular 
concerns—the close of one week will show 
how much the purse has been enlarged or di 
minished by the pursuits of the six previous 
cays—and the commencement of another af 
fords the same surveillance upon the mental 
treasure——fur let it be distinctly unterstvod 
that a careful estimate @ our mental store, is 
as profitable to the higher faculties, as is the 
balance sheet to a merchant’s pecuniary ar- 
rangements. We would not have # man al- 
ways laying up knowledge upon knowledge, 
heaping fact upon fact, as f he would make 
his brain a chronological chart: he must ar- 
range and digest his acquirements; he must 
afford bimself opportunities of disposing his 
gatherings into proper garners, and winnow- 
ing the returns of his harvest--reducing, in 





short, bis knowledge to wisdom—and to this 


valuable purpose, in an eminent degree, does 
coe Sabbuth, property employed, immediately

But we would have the Sabbath employed 
to that ent; if riotous amuscments ate wught 
after, if ssipition of time, money an-| health, 
is the renit-of Sabbath relaxation of labour, 
it were better that the yoke should remain 
upon the seck of man and beast, from jubilee 
to jubilee , better that the hand should be cal- 
loused by labour and the fant by employment, 
than that set time for vice and folly should 
he appointed, and the worst passions of our 
nature, with their master spirit, should have 
an appainted season for gratification—a se- 
venth of our days consecratss to their impure 
bidlings, . 

It may be cohtrary to the spirit of our free 
institutions to enforce anyoutward observance 
of the Sabbath—excepting, indeed, to retrench 
those boisterous demonsirations of a devotion 
to folly that might interfere with the right of 
individuals, BF disturbing the exercise of their 
religious feelings ; but the srong law of pub. 
lic opinion might be bronght to bear upon 
this excesdve waste of time and destruction 
of morals, to save from ruin a portion ef those 
who are just entering upon the stage of life, 
We cannot reprew a hope that the effect of 
Sunday Schools will be to direct those chi!- 
dren, whe are yet unvitiated by idle and mis 
chievous habits, to an habitual obsorvance of 
the first day of the week, aa a time of whole- 
some reflection, and a season of forming pro- 
fitable and practicable resoluti*s—the un- 
tiring assiduity ef the Sunday School teachers, 
their long enduring patience, and kindly for.
